‘Deposits Aided “Loan Crowd” 
at Morgan's Bidding. 


(IT WAS ALL OVER IN A DAY 


Depositoriss Cortelyou Selected and 
a Few Other Banks Pledged $23,- 
550,000, but Didn't Lend |. All. 


Whenthe big National banks of the 
city, whder the guidance of..J. Pierpont 
Morga® broke the panic on the Stock 
Exchange.on Oct.. 24, 1907, by letting 
Wose .some, $25,000,000 in the call loan 
market,.as Was graphically told. to the 
Pujo Mohey Trust Investigating Commii- 
tee On Wednesday by ex-President R. Fi. 
Thomas of the Stock Exchange, their ac- 
tion immediately followed the’ deposit 
with them of approximately the same 
sum of Government.money released from 
the United States Treasury, . This. was 
brought out at. the hearing béfore the 
committee yesterday by 4he testimony otf 
Géorge B. Coftelyou, “President of the 
Consolidated Gas Company, who was 
thex Secretary of the. Treasury, supple- 
mented by statements obtained from the 
Sub-Treasury and from the office of J. P. 
Morgan & 

Secretary Cortelyou came to' New York 
to asgist in relieving the panic on the 
evening of Oct. 22, and a conference was: 
held that night at the Hotel Manhattan 
with Mr. Morgan and. other leading 
bankers, at which Mr. Cortelyou agreed 
to deposit with the banks $2,000,000 of 
Government funds. He had arranged for 
deposits of $6,000,000 - before leaving 
Washington, and the amount he actually 
deposited after reaching this city was 
$37,697,000... Of this $25,725,000 was depos- 
ited the: day after the Hetel Manhattan 
conference ard the following morning, ao 
short time before Mr. Morgan authorised 
Mr.. Thomas to announce to the “loan 
crowd’ that $25,000,000 would be loaned 
on the Exchange. 

Mr, Cortelyou was unable to remeniber 
whet amounts had been deposited in the 
several benks on Oct. 28 and 24, but at 
his suggestion the committee was able to 
get from the records of thé Sub-Treasury 
the amounts for those days and deys fol- 
lowing..

Certélyou Meets the Bankers. 

Mr, Cortelyou said he wast a member of 
President Roosevelt's Cabinet successive- 
ly as Postmaster General, Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, and Secretary of 
the Treasury. When he came to New 
York on Oct. 22 he was met in Jersey 
City by Hamilton Fish, Assistant Treas- 
urer in charge of the Sub-Treasury at 
New York, who told him that a number 
of bankers wanted to see him as soon as 
possible. He told Mr, Fish he would he 
gladto see them at the Hotel Manhattan; 
where he would stop. 

Among those he recalled as having come 
to the conference were J. P. Morgan, 
James Stillman, A. Barton Hepburn, 
James G. Cannon, 
Frank A: Vanderlip, and George W. Per- 
kins. At the. conference and ane that fol- 


lowed the next night he told the bankers | Genera! 


he would do all in his power to relieve 
the general situation. 

“ As the result of the conferences;"’ said 
Mr. Cortelyou, ‘*I 4ssued a statement to 
the effect that the Government would 
Diace $25,000,000 at the disposal of the 
banks. Before I léft Washington I had 
given orders to have $1,000,000 deposited 
in each of six banks doing a strictly com- 
mercial business; In deviding later to 
plit $25,000,000 more at the disposal of the 
New York banks I- made no distinoti 
between commercial banks and the use/of 
the money on the Steck Exchange. F re- 
garded the Exchange as one of the fac- 
tors in the.geneéral situation. I don't re- 
member that a word was said at the con- 
ferences about the condition of the stook 
market or that the call money rate was 
discussed. I don't recall any -disoussion 
aa to what the effect would be if the 
tension on the Stock Exchange was not 
relieved, but it probably was discussed,

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The confer- 

ence! report°on the Army Appropriation 
dill, containing new legislation highly ob- 
jectionable to the Administration, includ- 
ing a -provision -throwing Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood out of office:on March 4 
next, as Chief of the Army General Staff, 
was adopted by the House of Ecpresenta-

Since the Senate had previously-agreed 
to the action of the conferees, the Army 
hill will now be enrolled and sent to the 
President for signature—or his veto, Rep-

PERTH AMBOY, N.. J.,, June 13,—The 
striking: Jabarers of five of the largest 
factories here, who swept the local police 
force off its feet last night, taking pds- 
Session of the atreets, through which they 
swaggered like a conquering. army, con- 
tinued to-day to brush aside the pollce- 
men and Deputies whom Sheriff: Albert: 
Bolischweiler “had «sworn in, until they 
provoked the men guarding the plant of 
the: American ‘Smelting and Refining 
Company go fire over their, heads, “with 
the result that a stray bullet struck a 
striker in the hand.’ The incident, dccur- 
ring in the morning, quieted the strikers 
throughout the afternoon, but to-night, 
inflamed with liquor and possessed of 
proportionate boldness, they four times 
tried to set fite to the refining plant. 

Volley after volley of revolver shots 
fired over their heads sent the rioters 
acurrying for cover the first-time, but the 
temper of. the crowd, which may yet 
necessitate the calling out of the State 
militia, .was shown when the. scattered 
forces reorganized and charged the plant 
& second time, again getting a fire under 
way before Sheriff Bollschweiler and hia 
Deputies descended on them. from Police 
Headquarters in the middle of the town 
in autormcbiles

value of. $25,000,000. He- left $750,000) 
in trust for life for his bankrupt eldést 
son, Derrick Wernher, directing that 
not more than $6,000 yearly shall be 
paid him while he is between the ages 
of 25 and 30, and not more than $12.000 
yearly after he is 30. 

The balanee is to be accumulated and 
added .to the capital, which, subject to 
bis son's interest; is.on his death to 


be held for the benefit of his widow ' 


and children. 


Derrick Wernher is at present only. 22 
years old, but made an appearance in the 
Bankruptcy Court last month. He -was 
educated at Eton and Oxéord and man- 
aged to min up debts of $200,000 at the 
university. He accomplished this feat 
mainly by gambMng—baccarat, and horse 
racing having taken up a geod deal of his 
time. Sir Julius ‘Wernher paid these 
debts and then advertised in the English 
and Continental newspapers that he 
would not be responsible for other obliga- 
tions incurred by his son. 

Since then Derrick Werfiher has man- 
aged to acquire new debts to the amount 
of $350,000, all of which are unsecured. 
According to his testimony in the Bank- 
ruptcy Court a large part of this was in- 
curred through a. transaction with Oscar 
Kahn, a jeweler In Paris. A Hungarian 
named. Tery took him to Kahn, who, on 
finding that he was indeed the eldest son 
of Sir Julius Wernher, sold ‘him a_ pearl 
necklace for $235,000. Kahn told him to 
go to a certain address and there he 
handed over the necklace for $6,000 and 
a $44,000 check. Kahn cashed the check

Mr. Law suggests as an alternative 
to State insurance the’ supervision of 
insurance rates by the State, and he 
outlines an ingenious scheme by which 
‘the resources and information of insur- 
ance companies can be utilized under 
the direction of the State.

FIGHT FOR CENTRAL PARK. 
Mr. FRICK meant well when he of- 
fered to give the city the splendid 
library building, designed by Ricwarp 
M. Hunt, which he ig about to remove 
from its original site on Fifth Avenue 
to make room for the erection of the 
mansion he is to occupy. But Central 
Park is not the proper place for the 
Lenox building. In the Park it would 
not be centrally placed, and it could 
not serve its original purpose as a 
library building. Mr,. Frick, as a 
public-spirited citizen, ought to un- 
derstand the need of preserving that 
pleasure ground in the heart of Man- 
hattan from all building encroach- 
ments. If the Lenox building is put 
up in the Park, there will be little 
hope of preventing further invasions. 
Central Park was not designed as a 
palace garden. All the ‘buildings in 
it, and there are three or four too 
many now, are foreign to its plan. 
The city needs every inch of park 
space it now possesses, and more. 
Undoubtedly an eligible site for Mr 
Frick’s gift could be found elséwhere 
in the greater city, though we cannot 
approve of Mr. PHILBIN’s suggestion 
that ground can ,be spared: in River- 
side Park. Why must there be con- 
tinual warfare over the preservation 
of our few parks? There are eligible 
sites in the Bronx and in the Wash- 
ington Heights neighborhood where 
the Lenox building’ could be suitably 
placed, and where it might serve -its 
purpose,. to house a public library. 
Though the movement to defeat. the 
plan to transfer it to Central Park 
takes shape so slowly, and the mis- 
taken action of the Municipal Art 
Commission has given much encour- 
agement to the promoters of the in- 
vagion, the protectors of the Park are 
in -earnest, and will act vigorously. 
They know that this is the most seri- 
ous fight for Park preservation in 
which they have ever engaged. They 
know that the forces opposed to them 
are strong in wealth and influence, 
and that the scheme will be. carried 
through quickly unless there is strong- 
er opposition than has yet been shown. 
The arguments in favor of the trans- 
fer are utterly invalid. The Park 
Commission needs no offices in Cen- 
tral Park, and at most it needs only a 
few rooms. That the library building 
igs to supplant the.old Arsenal ts ea 
feeble argument. The removal of the 
Arsenal has been frequently demanded. 
It is unsightly and insanitary, a need- 
less incumbrance in the Park. Its slie 
should be covered with lawns and 
flower beds. Matiy men who have 
hitherto vigorously joined in the oppo- 
sition to proposed Park encroachments 
are now strangely silent. How can 
any one who fought against the at- 
tempted invasion of the Park by the 
National Academy of Design now con- 
template calmly the proposed erectidn, 
on the very site’the Academy wanted, 
of a building. which would be quite 
out of place on that site, and out of 
harmony with the design of the Park? 
Let this building go to the Park, and 
within a year another and more for- 
midable building plan will be under 
way. You may be sure of that. Many 
designs for the partition and ultimate 
Gestruction of Central Park are in 
the air. The duty of every citizen 
who would have the beautiful Park 
preserved is to lend his energy to op- 
pose the Frick-Stover plan. ‘The
